Sixty Days will be Allow- 
ed For Return On 
Capital 


Amended so that the period in

WHY “THRIFT”? 

A Regina newspaperman, in a radio talk 
about conditions in that province, admitted that 
@ good many farmers there are in difficulty be- 
cause they did not in good seasons lay up some- 
thing for the proverbial “rainy day”"—which in 
their case turned out to be many rainless days 
When crops were good and prices good, many 
were led to spend the winters and their money 
along the beaches of California and in the tem- 
pered airs of our own Pacific coast. Had they 
been more thrifty in the prosperous times they 
might have less to worry about now. The same 
could be said of people in every province, and 
of townsfolk as well as farmers. There is no 
doubt about it; Canadians took to the “new era” 
idea like ducks to water, and spent with lavish 
hands 

But the disconcerting fact is that thrift turned 
out to be no protection against what happened to 
the world seven years ago, and which in the case 
of Saskatchewan dest royed what small chance 
of making a living the drought left to the farm- 
ing population. If the unthrifty had to go on 
relief when the depression tightened down, a 
large per centage of the thrifty have done the 
same thing since, and most of the others are liv- 
ing on the border line. In general terms those 
who were thrifty and those who were not thrifty 
ne pre-depression days are now in the same 
n, or in positions little different. Those 
d saved have seen their money disappear, 
nts go wre ng, their pro Tty turn 
from assets to liabilities; and must start all over 
n like those who did not save. 

One of the deadly effects of the depression is 
that it kil impulse to save in the minds 
of a vast of Canada’s population. 
“Why save: i be taken away from you 
another depression comes along? Spend 
ure take care of itself.”

T've been reading a book that made me feel 
pretty mad. It’s about politics in Canada from 
the time of Confederation until the coming of 
the Bennett regime in 1930. It contains more 
disclosures of fraud, graft and hokum than any- 
thing I've read for a long time. It’s called “My 
Generation of Politics and Politicians”, The 
author is W. T. R. Preston, who graduated from 
the position of party organizer in his early days 
to become Immigration Commissioner in Europe 
for Hon. Clifford Sifton, Trade Commissioner in 
South Africa and Japan, and investigator of 
numerous frauds for Sir Wilfred Laurier, The 
book is a mine of under-surface information. 


The part that made me maddest is that which 
deals with the Union government of the war 
years.

If a Canadian motoring in United States 
blows out a couple of tires and is forced to buy 
tires there to carry him back across the border, 
he is soaked duty on the tires bought of neces- 
sity. 

But if he goes across the line and comes home 
on the tires he had when he crossed the border, 
but brings with him unwrapped in the back seat 
two brand new tires, he can enter them free of 
duty under the exemption up to $109 of imports 

| granted to tourists.

a tire he was forced to buy and use, and to escape 

untaxed on a tire bought merely to escape the 

duty.

Colonel] Drew’s warning that Canada should 
prepare now for the end of the armament race 
is not the voice of a lone prophet.

jon Bureat: ef Siatistics and pre- 


sented ui the joint meeting here in | 


September of the C.1.M.M. end A.! 
M.F. Mineral output in 1919 was 
Only 5.14 per cent of the net value 
of all production, but by 1936 the 
proportion had increased to 12.76 
per cent. Mining felt the effect of 
the depression, but unlike agricul- 
ture, it has completely recovered, 
and in the past two yeats new rec- 
ords were established in both the 
physical volume and the value of 
output 


BEST CUSTOMER 

With the unique exception of 
Japan, it is stated, mining develop- 
ment has been a determining fac- 
tor in the industrial development of 
all the great manufacturing coun- 
tries. In post-war Canada, menu- 
facturing advanced much less rap- 
idly then mining, although the av- 
ajilability of minetal raw materials 
has given manufacturing a decided 
impetus. Moreover, during the de- 
pression the mining industry was 
one of the best customers of in- 
dustry, at a time when good cus- 
tomers were scarce. In peace-time it 
is the largest buyer of explosives. 
Eight and a half million dollars is 


expended annually for flotation 
reagents, cynide, acids, and other 
chemicals. Machinery and equip- 


ment have been purchesed to the 
value of more than ten millions in 
a single year. In 1935 the wage bill 
paid to mine workers was a hund- 
red million dollars. More than 29 
millions in mining dividends was 
paid to investors. 


OUTPUT PER HEAD 
The total value of mineral out- | 


put is estimated at $1,000,000 for 
every working day. Gold output 
amounts to $360,000, nickel $120,- 
000. copper $110,000, lead $40,000, 


zine $30,000, and platinum $15,000. 
The total population concerned es- 
sentially directly with the business 
of mining numbers nearly 236,000, 
and the retail merketing sales to 
this group amount to about $88,- | 
000. 


A considerable contribution is 
made to the transportation indus- 
tries by mining, due particularly to 
the non-seasonal nature of the busi- 
ness. Aviation has been expanding 
rapidly. The total tonnage of freight 
and express carried by Canadian 
aircraft, has increased from 2,372,- 
000 pounds in 1931; in 1936 it 
amounted to 25,368,000 pounds. This 
is considerably more than is carried 
in any other country. 


IS MALE FIELD 

According to the census of June 
Ist, 1931, 71,693 persons were en- 
gaged in Canadian mining; of these 
only 355 were women. Mining is 
therefore, essentially a male field. 
No other industry employs so smal! 
a percentage of native-born Canad- 
ans. More than one-half of the men 
that work at mining in Canada 
were born outside the country, 
compered with slightly more than a 
third of the workers in Canadian 
industry as a whole. Only 1.3 per 
cent of the native-born population 
is engaged in mining. 

In 1935 the capital employed in 
mining, exclusive of natural gas, 
amounted to $612,000,000, as repre- 
sented by stock ownership. Of this, 
over half, $332,000,.000 came from 
Canada. The United States supplies 
$200,000,000 and Great Britain, $75,- 
000,000. Of dividends estimated at 
$56,000,000 paid by Canadian mining 
companies during 1935, $29,000,000 
went to investors in Canada, $23,- 
000,000 to the United States and $3,- 
900,000 to Great Gritain. | 


FUTURE FOR CANADA
